CZ'.arged with attempted criminal 
assault upon the person of Miss Jen- 
nie Kifler, MTenteen-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. ai^ Mrs. James Kiser, of 
Klsertaa. ttrfs ooonty, Wm. Gambey, 
a negre. wm arrested near Kiserton, 
Friday afternoon by Sheriff W. F. Tal- 
bott, Deputy Sheriff J. O. Marshall 
and Jailer Jos. Farrls, after a mob Of 
angry citizens of the community bad 
about decided to take the law tato 
into their own hands. 

When the news of the assault 
reached Sheriff Talbott, George Riser, 
Wm. 3. Ardery and Thomas Allen 
started to the scene in Mr. Alien s au- 
tomobile, and Deputy Sheriff Marshall 
and Jailer Joseph FlMfffi alsO wwt In 
another machine. 

The first clue was gained at the 
home of Henry Ingels, on the Pea- 
cock pike. Mrs. Ingels saying that she 
noticed a buggy pass with a negro 
.man hanging on beliind. She gave a 
full description of the man as being 
yellow in color, and dressed in blue 
or black pants and yeBser Airt with 
his coat on his arm. 

As the officers proceeded they soon 
fovnd that the wliole neighborhood 
was aroused, and armed men were 
•Jnarting in every directicm for the ne- 
gro cnminaL The negro remained on { 
the back oC Miss Kiser's buggy ontil a \ 
•eliided piaee im the eM»|^was teach- 1 
ed. a steep cliff 'ok tte ci^k bank, 1 
with trees aad andaqBrovth. when he 
sprang from his place b^iind the bug- 
gy and dragged the unsuspecting girl 
iroiii her seat into the bushes. Her 
screams, however, brought assistance 
and the negro was frightened away. 

The news spread rapidly, and final- 
ly ^to answering the de8criptl<m 
wa* light to bay by Mr. George 

Curi '- ■, *\ iio held him at the pcHnt of 
a shoiauu until the arrival of the 
Sbstfft. 

It was w ith difficulty that • lynch- 
ing then and there was averted, but 

luckily an auiouiobile happened along 
just at the nill^' the Sheriff having 
abandoned his machine to hunt for 
the negro on horseuaeiv, and me pris- 
oner was rushed lo Paris, where he 
was landed in jail.

ing the postoffice and CUlders Hotel, 
the principal hostlery in the town, 
and entailing a loss of $60,000. Only 
about one-fourth of the buildings 
were insured. 

Sadieville, a nearby town, was ap- 
pealed to for assistance and sent fifty 
men to help fight the conflagration, 
which was not gotten under eaatroi 
until about daylight. 

The fire, which started about one 
o'clock, originated in the grocery 
store of G. W. Epperson, and spread 
in both directions, north and south 
on Main street, sweeping eyerything 
beforett.

As the result of the automobile in 
which they were riding, turning 
turtle, on the Nicholasville pike, 
eight miles from Lexington, early 
Sunday morning, Eiwood Wallen, of 
this city, son of Mr. and Mrs. W. A. 
WaUen, was killed, and Scott Wood- 
ford, son ot Mr. and Mrs. Ben Wood- 
ford, of the county, and J. W. Chok- 
ing, of Lair, were painfully injured! 

The young men left Paris after mid- 
night Saturday night, saying they 
were going to Nicholasville on a joy- 
ride. It is not known how long they 
remained there, but they had started 
home and when about five miles from 
tlie town, the machine, which was be- 
ing driven by Mr. Chowning, the own- 
er, suddenly skidded and dropped off 
a slight embankment, turned over, 
righted itself and turned again, final- 
ly running at terrific force into a 
fenoe poet, hurllBg the oeenpaats out. 

The Lexington police department 
was notified Sunday morning about 
7 o'colfck that three men had been 
badly injured four miles from Nicho- 
lasville or eight miles from Lexington 
and aid was asked for. Lieutenant 
Newton HarldBS and Patrolman Wm. 
Vauj^m, aeeompanied by Dr. A. H. 
Berkley, left fcr the some of the ac- 
cident in the Public Safety. When 
the Lexington men arrived it was 
found that Mr. Wallen was already 
dead. Mr. Chowning was uncon- 
scious and Mr. Woodford was -walking 
about, although badly injured about 
the head. 

The Public Safety was followed to 
the scene of the accident by a truck 

from the Blue Grass Auto Company, 

and when the truck arrived the dead 
body of Mr. Wallen was placed upon 
it and taken to Xicliolasville, as the 
accident occurred in Jessamine county 
and would have to be investigated 
officially by tlie coroner of that coun- 
ty, and later to his home in Paris. 

Messrs. Woodford and ("howning 
were placed in the Public j^afet:. , and 
a few moments later the return trip 
to Lexington was begun. Almost be- 
fore the machine could be gotten un- 
der headway, Mr. Woodford became 
unconscious, but when he reached the 
Good Sa^^uuitan Hospital he regained 
consciousness. 

Woodford is slightly bruisedabout 
^e head, but is not seriously injured. 
He wa4 the only one who was consci- 
ous when assistance reached them. 

The police infer that the car in 
which Messrs. Woodford, Chowning 
and Wallen were riding was going 
better than 75 miles an hour, that 
speed being necessary — according to 
the police — to have caused it to turn 
trutle and skid on a pike as level as 
the Nicholasville road is at- the point 
where the accident occurred. After 
having turned turtle the car is said 
to have righted itself and run about 
100 yards from the place of the acci- 
dent, when, it swerved to the right 
and ran into a fence, where it lodged, 
badly damaged. The trouble is said 
to have developed in the steering 
gear. 

Young Wallen's body was brought 
home Sunday afternoon on the 4:30 
interurban car and taken tp the home 
of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. W. A. 
Wallen, on Cypress street, between 
Fifteenth and Sixteenth streets. He 
sustained heavy bruises about the 
head, f** hia body was terribly lac- 
eratad, a large artery in the thigh was 
seveied and it is thought he bled to 
death. He was the only child of his 
parents, who ars proetrated over his 
awful fate. Thay" have the heart-felt 
sympathy of the entire community. 
Mr. Wallen went to the scene of the 
accident Sunday morning with Dr. D. 
S. Henry and returned with the body, 
accompanied by Mr. Taylor, the un- 
dertaker. 

The funeral services will be con- 
ducted at the residence, on Cypress 
street, this morning at 10 o'clock, by 
Rev. O. R. Mhagum. , Burial In Paris 
Cemetery.

Col. Tlieedore RooeeTolt will take 
an active part in the State campaign 
of the Progressive party this year, ac- 
cording to statements he made in con- 
ferences with Progressive leaders at 
Washington^ Wednesday.

To the innocent one 
this looks very attractive and prob- 
able, but she does not stop to think 
that there are millions of dollars ly- 
ing idle in the banks of this country, 
whose owners would snap at a chance 
to invest them and Aave them double 
in a year's time. If the investments 
thus advertised were really safe you 
would CMtaiply never hear of them 
Their management would certainly 
send out agents when the mjm next 
door has a million dollars to invest at 
half the rate they are promising yotL 
The following is merely one of a 
thousand experiences. A few days 
ago the husband of my friend died, 
leaving her with little property, but 
with a life insurance policy for $4,- 
000. To live in Washington on the 
proceeds of that was a task, and she 
knew it. 

Then came the devil and tempted 
her. He came in the guise of a news- 
paper advertisement of a wonderful 
and guilt-edged investment. It would 
double her legacy in a year. More 
tlian that, it womd certainly pay div- 
idends bey<Nid her needs. Haste, said 
the messenger of gold, was impera- 
tive. She did as directed. She sent 
every cent that she had except 
enough to carry her for a month or 
so, until tlie golden stream should 
besin to flow. . She received finely- 
I embossed certificates in return. 

In calm assurance she waited She 
renewed her rental in a home that 
she had thought of giving up. Then, 
one morning she read disaster In the 
newspaper. In lurid headlines, the 
tale that meant her undoing was 
spread ahiroad to the public. The peo- 
ple from whom she had bought her 
stock had been raided by. the United 
States Government Thn atock itself 
was named as an oataad-but swindle. 
Her money, she * read, would never 
come back. 

We hear on all sides the same 
stories, with variations, told over and 
over again. Ten years ago an old ■ 
white-haired woman in my own fam- i 
ily circle was persuaded to put her j 
money in mining stock, and each j 
year since she has been looking for | 
the dividends promised; instead she 
regularly gets literature like this: 
"We want you to read this telegram; 
it contains the best news we have 
yet received. It tells of the great 
e.Kcitement out there over the discov- 
ery of another big vein on the prop- 
erty adjoining ours on the east. Onr 
mine manager proves that the same 
series of vetais cross our property." 
Then follows a description of . the 
work which is going on. Attached to 
the letter is a type written copy of the 
message from the mine manager to 
the promotor on the form used for 
night letter telegrams of the tele- 
firapii company. It is all so skillfully 
gotten up that it creates the impres- 
sion of absolute genuineness, and how 
often have I heard, after its receipt: 
"Well, I guess you can't call that a 
fake any longer, when the mine is 
in actual operation and all those 
splendid veins in sight." Maybe it is 
no fake, but it has fooled thousands 
of women into investing their money 
and has produced no tangible results. 

The widespread desire to "make 
some money on the side," as well as 
the attractions of "being a wrlt^." 
have been played upon in the follow- 
ing advertisement, which can be aeen 
in hundreds of papers: 

"Learn short-story writing by mail 
in two weeks. Entire course only ten 
dollars. You can earn fame and for- 
tune: Conan Doyle and Rudyard 
Kipling get as high aa $1,000 a Story. 

Address ." 

There are in the interior sections 
of the country, and in the cities as 
well, any number of persons who be- 
lieve that story-writing is an ac- 
complishment that may be attained 
by following a few rules, much after 
the manner that obtains in develop- 
ing the muscles or making geraniums 
grow in the back yard. The adver- 
tisement reader probably has. sno-

Mercer County (Ky.) farmers are 
cnly awaiting a season to transplant 
their tobacco. The plants are in a 
thrifty condition and plentiful. 

Plants in Anderson County iKy.) 
-uere never so plentiful as tliis year, 
and growers expect that nine-tenths 
of the acreage will be under CvMlTar 
tioii At •the close of May. 

Altboucb the ground is dry and no 
iiriasiM Is in sight, tobacco men have 
used tba ptaftt setter and thousands 
of acres were set in Montgomery 
County, Ky.. In the pest ten days. 

Farmers of Harrisea County, Ky.. 
have been compelled to wnter their 
tobacco plant beds to keep them from 
firing. Should not relief come soon 
conditions may become serious. 

Throughout all sections of the State 
drouth has prevailed in Kentucky and 
plants are getting too large as there 
hits been no season, and, except in 
those sections where the plant set- 
ting machines have been used, very 
little tobacco has been set. 

North Carolina growers have also 
ezperiraced dry weather, which has 
Invented planting. A good per cent, 
of that which was watered and plant- 
>ed has dl0d. Cut worms have been 
bed, owing to a eool spring. 8ome 
neetldns of title State report a searci 
tf of plants. 

A big sale of tobacco setting ma- 
chines is reported by local dealers 
as a result of the continued dry 
weather and the impatience of the 
^bacco growers who have plants 
Tpady but no season. If the dry 
■weather continues much longer it is 
sure that a large acreage will be 
transplanted with machines. Plants 
are reported suffering in the beds and 
the growers have begun hauling wa- 
ter and watering them to keep them 
from perishing.
